CLAIM STATION AK X &NGINEERS. 


Strikers Assert They Could Cripple Power, 
Lighting, and City Water Pianta, 

At strikers’ headquarters at Uhlich’s Hall 
last night there was an informal discussion of 
the turther plans to make the strike effective. 
A reporter for Tue Trisunzs who was 
present heard the assertion made 
that the stationary engineers in the 
city had been thoroughly organized and 
would obey an order to quit, work on a 
moment’s notice. The plan is to completely 
tie up or paralyze all power plants and light- 
ing plants in theCity of Chicago. A stalwart 
striker sitting near the window even went so 
far as to confidentially confide toa friend they 
expected to cal‘ out engineers in 
charge of the pumping statiéns and cut the 
city off from its supply of water. It was 
also clainied street railway men had promised 
to quit work whenever asked, and would 
leave their cars in the middle of the line or 
wherever they happened to be when the order 
is issued.’ It was said this order would not is- 
sue for at least tweaty-four hours. 

Only one man was found who thought there 
was a possibility of the stationary engineers 
going on strike—the night engineer at the 
plant of the North Side cable road at Illinois 
street and La Saile avenue. He declared he 
would go out the minute the association oc- 
dered. He said the North Side cable — 3 mig 
six engineers in its three plants, but he was 
the only one who belonged to the association. 
He said: I suppose my place would be filled 
right away if 7 went out. There are six or 
eight men on an average who claim to be 
engineers, call every day lookmg for work.“ 

“Debs was asked last night regarding 
the report. He said: “It is. true These 
men are thoroughly organized and are 
ready and anxious to come out, but they will 
not be ordered out right away. We prefer, if 
possible, to confine the fight to the men and 
corporations who use Pullman cars, If neces- 
sary, however, I can call these men out, and I 
have assurances that they will respond 
promptly to the call.

STUDEBAKER'S TALKS WITH DEB<, 


Facts Touching the Conferences and Pres- 
ent Attitude of the Belligerents. 

According to the principals there is nothing 
sensational about the conferences between 
Peter E. Studebaker and Dictator Debs. The 
men know each other personally. Mr. Stude- 
baker last Saturday had an interview with 
\ Debs at Uhlich's Hall. He said then he acted 
wholly upon his own volition and without con- 
sultation with any une directly affected by the 

resent strike. He reiterated this statement 
fast night. In these conferences Devs freely 
stated the causes of the strike from its incip- 
jency, say’ the primary causes of the 
trouble was Mr. Pullman, after hearing 
the complaint of the Grievance committee of 
the Pullman strikers, discharged three mein-: 
bers off the committee the day followmg. 
Mr. Stugebaker holds the position that Mr. 
‘Pullman had no intention to wrong his men. 
He is also of the opinion that Mr. Debs is not 
personally responsible for the recent acts of 
violence. He also betieves Mr. Pullman told 
the truth when he said he was constructing 
cars at a loss on the scale of wages paid at 
the inception of the strike. Mr. Studebaker 
intends to use his influence as a public man 
and an employer to terminate the struggle. 
He has the situation before him and is likely 
to follow it up dy a consultation with those 
authorised to speak for Mr. Pullman. 

Vice-President Wickes of the Pullman 
company reiterates his statement that he 
knows of no negotiations for a settlement, 
and his company has nothing to arbi- 
tra 

Debs last night said a settlement can only 
be reached by an armistice between Mr. Pull. 
man and his former em ployés. and that all the 
men must be reinstated; that the railroads 
must reinstate all their employés, and that 
the General Managers’ Association, having 
made common cause with the Pullman com- 
pany, a settlement with both must be made 
simultaneously. 7 

This is tho net result of the Studebaker 
conferences. Any further results must come 
from the individual efforts of Mr. Stude- 
baker. 


COMMIT CRIME TO HELP DEBS.

Strikers Turn a Switch and Derail a Pan- 
Handle Car. 

Through the agency of one of Dictator 
Debs’ lawless henchmena car of the New 
York express train on the Pan-Handle road 
was derailed in such a manner as to blockade 
all trains on that road and on the St. Paul 
over three hours.

Strikershad prevent- 
ed the making up of a train in 
which it was intended to convey the men 
to Blue Isiand. On arrival of the deputies, 
who outnumbered the strikers gathered there, 
two freight cars were coupled to the waiting 
engine, and the men told to get on board. No 
attempt was made to take out the coaches. 
It would have resulted in loss of 
time and perhaps trouble with the strikers. 

When the train pulled out on the main 
track it was discovered that many switches 
along the line had been spiked. A gang of 
section men went ahead, pulled out the spikes, 
and threw the switches, and the train moved 
on slowly. There were small crowds of etrik- 
ers along the track at different places, but no 
violence was attempted. The train reached 
Blue Island at 9 o’clock. 

When the special train was approaching 
Blue Island station the strikers, who were 
watching the yards, by a prearranged signal 
gave the alerm to those scattered about 
town. A man mounted the derailed engine 
of the ditched passenger train and rang its 
be}l furiously. 

Gathering of the Hoodlums, 

Within five minutes men could be seen com- 
ing on the run from all directions. They 
swarmed down the bill which siopes from the 
town towards the tracks.

Flushed 
with their absolute success in the last thirty- 
six hours, ‘they were loud-mouthed in 
their threats and boasts. There were many 
drunken men in the crowd and a word would 
have precipitated a riot at any moment after 
the arrival of the train. The leaders of the 
mob gave notice that none but mail cars 
would be allowed to move. There were many 
armed men in the mob and knives and pistols 
were displayed. The mob was absolutely 
lawless, reckless, and ready for riot and mur- 
der. 

Nothing but the coolness and self-command 
of those in charge of the deputies prevented 
an immediate outbreak. When the train 
came to a standstill 200 yards north of the 
station Marshal Arnold drew his men 
up in line beside the track. The 
Deputy Sheriffs, in charge of F. Lei- 
braudt and three assistants, were lined up 
on the other side. Thesight of the deputies 
inflamed the mob, who moved forward in a 
body for the railroad. Marshal Arnold 
stepped forward and met them at the edge of 
tne right of way. He made a short, pointed 
speech, in which he told the rapidly increas- 
crowd they must not trespass 
on the railroad tracks or property. 
A low fence bordered the right of way, and 
the mob was told to keep on west side of 
the fence. He said his duty was to move the 
mail trains which were blocked in the yard, 
and he intended to do it. ; 

Defiant Answer Returned. 

A man across the fence yelled: ‘‘ You can 

move the mail cars, but you can never move 


the Pullmans until this strike is settled.“ 


„We will move the mail cars and the entire 
trains to which they are attached, Pulimaus 
and all,“ replied the Marshal. 

This was followed by yells and threats from 
the mob, The Marshal continued: 

We are not looking for trouble, but are 
ready for it. If we have not a sufficient force 
of numbers to maintain law and order and 
protect the United States mails I can, by the 
touch of a wire, bring 1,000 troops: from 
Fort Sheridan——”’ 

“Bring on your troops!” yelled back a 
leader of the mob. I can by the touch of a 
wire bring 1,000 men and lick all the troops 
in the State. Bring on your troops! 

Seeing that argument was useless with the 
mob the Marshal gave up the cor troversy. 

The leader of the mob then turned his at- 
tention to the fireman 8 

„Get off that engine, you dirty scabs,” he 
yelled, and the cry was taken up by a hun 
dred voices. Get out of that or we will fix 
you later, they yelled. 

The fireman put on his coat agd started to 
leave his engine. 

„Don't move from your post of duty,“ 
ordered Marshal Arnola, or I will place 
you under arrest. The fireman remained. 
The engineer, an old and nervous man, was 
ready to go, byt was also detained by the 
deputies. Then he tried to explain to the 
mod that he wquid prefer to quit, but was 
compelled to work by the officers. © mob 
refused to believe this. 


New Crew and Engine Found. 


As the engineer and firemen were said to be 
in sympathy with the strikers, and not to be 
trusted, the officials were obliged to find an- 
other crew and engine. Master Mechanic J. 
W. Fitzgibbon volunteered to run the engine, 
and Harry Swan, a telegraph operator from 
the dispatcher’s office, said he would fire it, 
The other engineer and fireman were placed 
under guard of Deputy Marshals. 

The truin had been met by several officials 
of the road who had been at Blue Isiand since 
the blockade there. The train was cheered by 
the passengers of the trains which had been 
held there for forty hours. A number of 
them complained to the officials of the road 
that they had been badly treated by the peo- 
ple of the town, who had refused them food 
and water, The hotels had been ordered by 
the strikers to boycott railroad employés, 

sengers on the trains, Deputy Sheriffs, and 
eputy Marshals. The supply of water in 
the cars had become exhausted and the pas- 
sengers were not allowed to take any from 
the city mains, There was much suffering 
from hunger and the intense heat. Among 
the passeugers were several women, who were 
afraid of the strikers and refused to leave the 
cars and slept for two nights on the car seats, 

Over 100 Deputy Sheriffs and a few Deputy 
Marshals were waiting for the train. Deputy 
John A. Logan, one of Marshal Arnold’s right 

men, arrived a few minutes later and 
was put in charge of the squad af men in- 
tended for the attacking party. 


Preparing for the Conflict. , 

Seeing that a fight was inevitable Marshal 
Arnold called the railroad officials; 292 
and several others to one side and told them 
that as the situation seemed serious he wanted 
every available man deputized as a Mar- 
shal. Among the volunteers for this.duty 
were General Superintendent Dualap, Supt. 
C. L. Nichols, Assistant Superintendent F. M. 
Conlan, Trainmaster J. G. Sickles, Road mus- 
ter J. H. Conlen, Superintendent of Termi- 
nals C. H. Hubbell, General Yardmaster R. 
E. Justin, and several others. men 
volunteered to lead the attack, 

It was decided to wait a few hours before 
making a move, A consultation was held, the 
best men selected for the front, and the pian 
nf attack outlined It was decided to cut up 
passenger trains tying on the main tracks and 
put the cars on the sidings. One track was to 
be cleared and kept clear for the passage of 
trains, while ‘the ine was to con- 
tinue at work under guard until 
the yards were ut in shape. 
This work would probably have consumed 
five hours. as fivé or six r trains con- 
taining over forty cars were held im the yards. 
Among them was train No. 19, which was 
ditched Saturday night by the strikers. There 
were twenty-nine locomotives in the rounth

Opening of the Conflict. 

Roadmaster J. H. Conlen reported the 
switching crew made up ready to move the 
trains, ‘and all was made ready for the attack 
on the mob. The éngine was attached to a 
connh and an attempt was made to run it 
across the street, where it was intendéd to be 
coupled on to a string of coaches whith-were 
standing on the main track. The strikers 
closed in on the car and engine arid the big 
fight of the day commenced. 

first effort to move a car was the signal 
far the strikers. They formed a solid wall 
100 men deep across the track over which the 
car must pass. General Superintendent 
Dunlap and Marshal Arnold walked to the 
front of the car and tried to reason with the 
mob. Their voices were drowned by 
howls, Then the signal to goahead was given 
and the fight was on. Marshal Arnold 
nih: / down from the platform, followed 
by Mr. Dunlap and Chief Deputy John A. 
Logan and perhaps a dozen others. A few 
more loyal men guarded the engine. The 
rest ran. Logan ‘was the first man 
attacked. He grabbed the man that 
struck him by the collar and at- 
tempted te arrest him. The mob took the 
prisoner away from the Marshal and gssault- 
ed the latter with stones and clubs. One of 
the rioters plunged a knife into his back, 
making an ugly wound. Logan’s fight was 
the beginning of. the mélée, Every one of 
the deputies who remained had a to- 
hand fight with overpowering nun bers. A 
dozen arrests were made, but in every case 
the prisoners were taken from the deputies. 

A TImnom reporter's experience is a fair 
sample of what befell every deputy in the 
ficht. He was known to tome men in the mob 
as a reporter and for that reason 
was singled out as an object of special 
hatred. Before he realized that the fight 
had commenced he was struck in the ribs 
with a coupling-pin by one of the rioters; and 
was forced to draw his revolver for protec- 
tion. Jabbing his revolver almost, into his 
assullant's mouth, he placed him under ar- 
rest and attempted to take him inside the pas- 
senger car. A man to drew 
a knife and another to the left of drew a 
révolver, and the reporter thought his 
time had come. At this instant, 
Marshal Arnold, Deputy John A. Logan, and 
Supt. Duniap reached his side and lent timely 
uzsistance in beating the rioters back. 

To reach a telephone was the reporter's 
next duty. He asked for an escort and a 
number of deputies volunteered to go with 
him. Guarded in this manner he forced a 
passage through the thick of the mob that 
still blocked the crossing. The deputies even 
stood guard over him whilejne telephoned his 
office, and if ever telephoning was done under 
difficulties this was the time. 

While the fight was going on at the end of 
the car the engineer was having a rough’ time 
of it. Ashowerof stones enter the cab 
windows, Master Mechanic Fitzgibbons 
was knogked from the engineer's seat 
by a stone that struck him in the back of the 
head. In a seuii-unconscious state he clung 
to the lever and controlled the ine. 
Slowly the car, plowed its ony tarde the 
struggling mass ‘of h 
Before the coaches could be coupled together 
one of the strikers succeeded in umcoupling 
the coach from the engine. He was arrested, 
but made his escape. This trick won the 
fight for the strikers. It was impossible to 
make the coupling —— 

At this juncture Policeman Mitchell Larson 
and a special officer who had been apgeneted 
an hour before the fight climbed into cab 
of the engine and attempted to arrest the en- 
gineer and fireman for violating the town 
ordinance in blocking the crossing, Marshal 
Arnold settled the question with the police 
officers by arresting both of them on the 
charge of interfering with a Federal officer in 
the discharge of his duty. 

Cowardly Deserters.. 

The main body of the deputies deserted 

their leaders at the moment serious trouble 
occurred, When the howling, bloodthirsty 
hoodlums, 
pistols, and 
the handful of railroad officials, 
Deputy Sheriffs, and Marshal Arnold witha 
few of his best men, the main body of depu- 
ties, both Sheriffs and Marshals, kept well in 
the background. A fight that should have 
been a vietory, won within two minutes, was 
lost after a half hour of stubborn hand 
to hand figh ; by a fewmen who did 
their duty an held at bay a mob 
of 2,000 rioters. Not a shot was 
fired. The officials and other deputies pound- 
ed the strikers right and left with the butts of 
their revolvers, eads were cracked and a 
dozen of the most rabid rioters were knocked 
down oy the few men who fought stubbornly 
and weli.. The whole number of the deputies 
who were really in the fight did mot exceed 
forty men. Over 200 proved themselves 
cowards. Some of them, perhaps a dozen, 
reported to Marshal Arnold after the mélée 
was over that the strikars had overpowered 
them and taken their guns away from them. 
Marshal Arnold ordered these men back to 
headquarters last night under escort. Their 
stars were taken away from them. He has 
had secret service men at work among the 
cowardly lot, and discovered that many of 
them were avowed friends of the strikers. and 
several had formerly been employed at Pull- 
man. 

The Deputy Sheriffs made even a worse rec- 
ord, They literally fell over one another in 
their rush to the rear. After the fight a num- 
ber of them were found skulking behind the 
cars in a remote part of the yard. Several 
more wére found hiding in the roundhouse. 
Cowardice lost the fight. 

All the Deputy Marshals had been given or- 
ders to shoot at the first demonstration of 
violence by the mob, Marshal Arnold told 
his men not to fire until it was necessary and 
then shoot to kill. But nobody wanted to be 
the first to shoot, If the firat shot had been 
fired it would have resulted in a terribles - 
gie. The few deputies that showed fight wit 
their commanding officers and the officals of 
the road would have probably been overpvow- 
ered and killed. 

The tight was given up for the time. Mar- 
shal Arnold spent the next hour in commun- 
icating with Federal authorities at Wasn- 
ington and Distriet- Attorney Milchrist. 
Deputy Sheriff Liebrandt telegraphed to 
Sheriff Gilbert to. ask the Governor to send 
the State militia. Having won tie first fight
